As American Mippllcs finally start rolling 


under the E.R.P.. the governments that arc 
It* beneficiaries have formally set up the 
machinery for handling the program in 
Europe. This is as good nr\v* as the creation 
rf K.P..P. itself, for the program must be a 
pnrtnership if It Is to .succr-erl. 


If this Committee for Kuropean Economic 


Cooperation lives up to Its promise, \ve may 
look for good results beyond the immediate 
problems which, naturally, must come first, 


There must he relief of actual hardship. 


More abundant supplies of food and Other 
necessities must be had from domestic pro- 
duction as well as import, to curb black 
markets.and quiet unrest. A stimulation of 
trade among these countries is needed to 
reduce 
unemployment and 
raise 
living 


standards. 


N'o one believes that It will be easy to meet 


these and other current requirements. But 
the C.E.E.C. seems confident and, working 
thus far in encouraging agreement, seems 
eager to tackle Europe's problems as a team. 


Along with this there may also come a 


treaty of mutual defense. Some have sug- 
gested that from this unanimity there could 
develop the long-discussed United States of 
Europe, but created by agreement instead of 
/orcr. 


That is for the future to decide. In the 


meantime, the E.R.P. governments appear 
to be going about their task with a good 
deal of horse-sense as well as friendliness. 
They have admitted the western German 
zones, represented by members of their 
military governments, Into the new organi- 
zation. 


They have also realized the necessity of 


increased trade with eastern Europe, and 
they will work with that objective in mind. 
There is some hope of success in that plan, in 
spite of the present Soviet attitude. That 
Communist empire, for all Its vast territory 
and resources, is not self-sufllcient. A doc- 
trine of economic Isolation, or even semi- 
isolation. In the modern world might be 
fatal. A freer exchange of goods, provided it 
did not endanger western Europe's security, 
could be a valuable contribution to world 
peace. 


Beyond the hopes and promises, there is 


encouragement 
In the very spirit which 


marks this new venture. Probably Europe 
will never again attain Its great position at 
the core of world affairs. Yet certainly its 
governments must pull themselves out of the 
rut of frustration, Incompetence and fac- 
tionalism in which they have been flounder- 
ing. And they now seem to be making a 
concerted effort to be started. 


But they must function with a nc\v sense 


of responsibility as well as a new unity if 
they are to survive. 


Communism in Europe has gained mil- 


lions of followers because workers and 
peasants with limited political vision have 
found the Communists' promises of a better 
life under regimentation more inviting than 
the poverty, uncertainty and lack of oppor- 
tunity they know under nominal freedom. 


The eventual goals of American aid and 


European self-help must be liberty, justice, 
stability and prosperity. If they are reached, 
the danger of Communist Infiltration and 
Communist war will be greatly lessened.

SECURITY COVERAGE 


What happens when the government breaks the 


law? A federal law is one passed by tho Congress 
and signed by the 'President. Occasionally a law 
may be valid when not signed or even when vetoed 
by tho President. But a law is never valid unless 
passed by Congress. 
Some of the administrative agencies arc per- 


mitted to issue regulations which are binding, but 
no regulation Is valid which exceeds the powers 
delegated to lhat agency by the Congress. It: is true 
lhat during the worst days of the New Deal, some 
Administrative agencies went: off on a rampage, 
acting as though they, and not. the Congress, wore 
the center of legality in this country. Such agencies 
imperiled our form of government. 


When the Social Security agencies decide for 


themselves who Is entitled to coverage and include 
those who are not covered by payments, they are 
exceeding their authority. If a private insurance 
company did the same thing, its officers would 
rightlyl>o given jail sentences for misappropriation 
of funds. Senator Mlllikin described this situation 
as "raiding trust 
funds." For Ixjth legally and 
morally the- Social Security funds iin> I ho properly 
of those who contribute to them. To pity out .sums 
from Ihcse funds to those who do nol contribute 
to them, seems to me lo be stealing money. I don't 
know any other word for it. 


It. J. Res. '206 has been introduced Into Congrcs 


to prevent the Social Security agencies from sel- 
ling up categories of beneficiaries of social securi- 
ties which could be projected to include cverylxidy 
whether they contributed lo the funds or nol. This 
would Include independent contractors like MOWS 
vendors, grocers and such who could, by an exten- 
sion of reason mid administrative law, .seek bene- 
fits without having contributed to these funds. The 
confusion arises from the fact that, whereas Con- 
gress passed the Social Security acts as insurance, 
the Courts, in some decisions, notably in the Silk 
and Hariri, discs, have legislated thai these funds 
are in fuel, in the- nature of welfare, the beneficial 
character overriding the Insurance character. 'Iho 
Supreme Court, which is bound by the in lent, of 
Congress, pursued In those cases its own intent. 


The Social Security agencies thereupon sought. 


to r-xlond their authority, without. hi-ni'fU of Con- 
gress to include categories of individuals lhat llu: 


I net it of Congress excluded. This was achieved by Iho 


most curious reasoning that has yet come Iroin 
the administrative intelligence. 
Thrir basic assumption is that an rmplnyee is 


an Individual who is dependent, n» a mutter ol 
economic,reality, upon the business lo winch be 
rrnders service. This is, of course, as true of the 
President of the United States Steel Corporation, 
as it is of his elevator boy who lakes him to his 
office. In fact, Bon Fairless may bo more de- 
pendent, for he could nol get: a comparable job. 
Six factors determine this "economic reality, ac- 
cording lo the bureaucrats: 
...... , 
"(1) Degree of control over the individual. 
(2) Pcrmanfcncy of relation. 
(3) Integration of the individual's work in the 


business lo which he renders service. 


(41 Skill required of the individual. 
(5) Investment by the individual in facilities for 


0'(6) Opportunities of the individual for profits 


or loss." 
Then the Administrators say: 
" . . . The absence of mention of any factor, 


fact, or element in these regulations in this part 
should be given no significance, since the nations 
economy is blanketed with many forms of service 
relationship, with infinite and subtle variations in 
terms, which render impracticable an analysis ap- 
plicable to aU situations."

Therefore, everybody is included. It is diffi- 


cult to see how an independent business man, an 
Intlrin-ndcnl 
r.mitrm-lor, a vendor on bis own, 
rxlsts nl: all. In n word, Ihr- Social Security ngen- 
clrs extend themselves from the cradle lo the 
trravo, and acting on their own theories, but sup- 
ported by the Courts, they pay out money that docs 
not belong to them.

H J. Res. 206 is being proposed in Congress to 
atop this sort of thing. Meanwhile Congress has 
overridden the President's veto of H. R. .>CUi 
designed to protect the news vendors as small busi- 
ness men. But what is really needed is a thorough 
investigation of the bureaucrat method of ex- 
ceeding Congressional acts, of extending their own 
authority and expending the people's money with- 
out adequate .law.

THE "BITE" OF THE TEETH 


I write frequently about loss of hearing, head 


noises, dizziness, pain in. the car — often caused 
by too much liquid In the tissues surrounding the 
ear. Tho pressure of this affects the balancing ca- 
nals causing the above symptoms. Consulting un ear 
specialist and cutting down on table salt and all 
salty foods usually brings much relief in these 
ctiaeft. 


Another cause of dizziness, loss of hearing and 
head noises, mentioned before, is a disturbance ol 
the joint connecting lower jaw with the upper, this 
joini. Is directly under the ear. 
In "Archives Otolaryngology" (car and throat), 


Dr Daniel J, CJocidfrlenil status lhat. detects of the 
"bite" of the let-Ill tupper and lower) often is ru- 
in led lo (he symptoms noted nbovc—dl/./iness, loss 
of hearing, head noises—especially those conditions 
affecting the eustachian tube (the little tube car- 
rying air from the back of the throat lo the inner 
side of the eardrum). 
Dr. Gooclfrlend shows that the structure and 


shape of tho outer canal of the car, the drum and 
the walls of the middle part of the car nncl the eu.s- 
tachlan tube are nil influenced by the dental bite 
so that deformity, injury, and degeneration with a 
disturbance of blood and nerve supply may occur. 
He has been able to help the hearing, and relieve 
dizziness and head noises by correcting the bite. 
Correcting the bite to take pressure off these ear 
structures requires treatment'by a dental surgeon 
or the family dentist and orthopedic surgeon. 
"Several cases arc reported in which the con- 


ditions were first reported as inflammation of the 
gall bladder (nausea and vomitjng), brain tumoi-, 
Meniere's disease and tic doloreux. All these pa- 
tients were relieved of symptoms by correction of 
the bite."

T'^tV 
may well be the clue to profitaBlc- 
timing of purchases or sales of 
farm 
products in 
the months 
ahead. 


What About Prices? 


Can farmers this year reason- 
ably expect, to get good prices 
for their wheat, corn and other 
crops? Here, again, uncertainty 
enters the picture. It does seem lo 
me, however, it present crop in- 
dications arc borne out, especially 
HM rOKiiriis wheat, t h a t ar.ric-ullur- 
nI. prices in general arc likely lo 
move still lower, despite any in- 
termediate upturns thai may re- 
sult from crop scores or other 
temporary factors. 


Do nol forget that European 


crops are reported to lie making 
generally favorable progress. Good 
crops in Europe Ihis year would 
materially lessen dependence upon 
imports of American grain and 
other .foodstuffs. Should some un- 
toward event precipitate war with 
Russia next year, exports of grains 
and food to Europe could largely 
cease. Lessened foreign demand 
would put some downward pres- 
sure on U. S. farm prices. 


Another Good Farm Year

All About Silicones 
And New Plastics

Products of the earth's "most 


plentiful clement," and known as 
the "siliconc family," were de- 
scribed to members of the Kings- 
ton Kiwanis Club in the Governor 
Clinton Hotel yesterday by Kings- 
Joy W. Given, General Electric 
Company, Springfield, Mass. 


Water-repellent vapors for ma- 


terials and fabrics were demon- 
strated 
by 
the 
speaker, 
who 
stressed that the siliconcs, "a war- 
born baby of the chemical world," 
are working toward a new era in 
iilastics. 


Silicones made by General Elec- 


.ric, the speaker said, are pro- 
duced simply by extract ing oxy- 
;en from common beach sand, and 
they were .developed largely to 
provide materials for electrical in- 
sulation which would withstand 
nore heat. 


General Electric, he stressed, 


las been "making plastics for 55 
years," has been a l,'irj.;e producer 


if plastic products, and il now hits 


plant at: Watcrl'onl, N. Y., de- 


rated largely to the manufacture 
>f silicone gum from which a va- 
•iety of products are made. 


The clement from which this is 


iroduced is common because it 
'irtually covers the earth in the 
orm of sand, other dirt and rock. 
Aside from the insulation mate- 
rials, the plastic products are used 
for hearing aids, the vapor cover- 
Ing for windshields, and it has 
been applied to produce water- 
proof fabrics. 


The latter, however, he said, be- 


cause it is costly to produce, will 
not bo immediately but on ihe 
commercial market, but: a simi- 
lar material used to keep 
the 
water from the fisherman's dry 
flies is currently going on the mar- 
ket. 


A new kind of electrical insula- 
tion, the speaker disclosed is a 
siiicono glass laminate which is 
highly resistent to heat and ex- 
treme temperature changes. He 
predicted that w i t h i n five years 
siliconc enamels will be produced 
commercially and used to siirl'ace- 
treat automobiles. 


This kind of surface polish, he 
speculated, because it will outlast 
virtually every other part: of a 
car, will mean that in "15 or 20 
years we'll probably have some 
awfully pretty junk yards." 


The speaker gave demonstra- 


tions of siliconc oil and grease and 
of the strange acting substance 
known as "bouncing pulls'," which 
plays an important part in tho 
production of a new type golf ball, 
and figures in a ncsv minor in- 
vention lo keep chairs, tables and 
Kimilar furniture pieces constant- 
ly level under added weight.
